Tbo roport which I now anbmil that Tor the year 1888, 
is tho fourth anniiul ilocnment treating of the sanitary state of the 
cit^ and containing a rimmi of the vital Htutietica, which I have 
had the honor of preseniiiic to you. 

In beginning my repmt, T catiuot do better than quote the onconr- 
agiag worda His Worship Mayor Grenier graoionaly addressed to i 
the Board of Health in hia innagural speech. Theae rcmarlts pos-J 
BCua tiie more value on account of the enmhtiehed reputation forS 
honor, probity and justice of iiim wlio uttered them, and they show j 
that Bcrioua minda appi-eoiato at their just vtiluo the work and thsf 
effort* of the Boai-d of Health and of tbo Health Dopaitnient : 

■ HEALTH DEPAHTMENT. " 

" Public health ia so intimately connected with Iho prosperity o: 
" tho City, that it is a fit subject for onr particular attention. 

" Upon this Department devolves the duty of promoting byl 
" nil possible meana the health of the City, and of checking I 
•' and pi-eventing tho endemic and epidemic diaonsoa to which wol 
" are exposed. I 

" The operations of the Board of Health during; the past year havs I 
' l>een characterized by an earnest and well directed cnei-gy, (wj 
" will appear by the atjttiatics furnished by tho Dtiparlment. 1 

" Darinf; the past year amall-pox prevailed in some cities of the I 
" UDit«d Stales and of the Province of Ontario, and even pen»- J 
" trat«d into a certain pai-t of our own province Yet, although no I 
" interruption occurred in the commercial relations exiatingrfl 
" between the infected partaand theCily, wc woi-e preserved fi-om^ 
" tho contagion. Tho good understanding between our Health ' 
'■ Department and the Provincial Board of Health has resulted in 
" the adoption of precautionary measures so efficacious that the 
" disease was contined to the B^iota where it first made its appenr- 
■* ance. j 

'' Local causesofdir^easein the City itself, wore apeedily removed! 
•' wherever found, and liie spread ofdiphtberia. meaales, scarlatinal 
" and typhoid fever kept in check by a thoi-ough system of isolation, j 
" placarding and disinfection. 1 

" Vaccination was pursued in a aj-atomalic and thorough manner, I 
" and the population Ibns protected as tar as possible from tl 
" danger of contagion in the event of a visitation of small-pox. 

" The results of the intelligent and vigourons action of the Board 
'of Health will be Iietter apjireciated Dy observing the marked 
'' diminution in the class of preventable dieeases, notwitha landing 



" the fact thiit our popnlation haacuusiOoi'ably iiicrt'as&d by niinai 
" atioD, immi Juration and natural growth, 

" ThiiB in 1887 there were 1,743 dcallia from zymotic diaonst'S^l 
"while last year there were not moio than 1,610; in 1887 t ho I 
" mortality from diphtheria was 448, from measles 74 and from I 
" typhoid fever 101; while last year the dentliH from diphlherisi 
" numbered 427 ; fVom meuBlcs. 3 i nnil from typhoid fever '.H. No | 
" inttrcase took place in the mortality tVom di»rrhtt'al diaeapes. 

'' Taking into consideration the exceptional diflicaltioR that thai 
"■ Board of Health has to encounter, and the want of tijope;alion t 
■' on the part of a large number of the people in the enforcement j 
" of sanitary ivgulations and the carrying out of sanitary meaaares, r 
" the most prejudiced cannot fail to acknowledge that thoi-e ii 
" cauec for congratulation in the statement ju^t relerred to. 

" I trust that during the coming civic year tho Council will I 
" endeavour to furnish to the Hoard of Health the means nocosaary, 1 
" not only to perfect tho measurew already in force, but also to i 
" enable the Board to carry out still more efficiently the important J 
" work intrusted to them. 

" Last year, our acta of incoi-poration did not confer sufficient 1 
'■ power upon tho Council in health matters; but the extension of ' 
"authority obtaineil in tho now Chni-ter will, it is to he hoped, 
" enable thtHcalth Department to cope suecessfnlly with its present 
" difficullics," 

In order to enable the Health Department to cheek the progress 
of contagious diseases, it became necessary to inaugnrato new 
sanitary measures to meet the exigencies that from time to tinio 
presented themselvod. 

Last year, it was rendered obligatoiy on tho part of physicians 
to mako known to tho Department the cosoa of contagious disease 
confided \a iheir caro ; nevertheless, it soon became evident that a 
large number of cases were not reported; certain families having 
gone 80 I'ar in seeking to conceal tho preeenee of disease in their 
midst, as to neglect to call in a physician, prefei-ring to leave tho 
victims without modical succor rather than have the authorities 
notified of the existence of the cases. In order to remeily this stale 
of things, it became neeeesary to compel, not only physicians, but 
also parents, relatives and guardians of persons affected wilh such 
<liseases, to report the coses to the Department. 

Hitherto the disinfection of infected houses was loft to tho diD- 
cretion of the occupants; but as they failed to perform tho task in 
a thorough manner or else neglected it entirely, your BoaiHi decided 
to take the work into their own hands, and appointed one of the 
sanitary officers to devote his time exclusively to the work of 
disinfection. It then became necessary to secure an asylum for 
families n'hilo their houses were being fumigated, and thus 



reeldence of the Disinfectoi- was selectciJ for tho purpose. Thia| 
svBtein pi-oveti qnito snlisllittorv in all cases. 

Tour Qoard was desirous of initiating other important reforms, ] 
»nd seriously entertained many projecli; bat unfortanately the 
city charter did not provide for them. 

The stamping of meat was oiio of the most important measnrea 
projected ; tor, as has been romaikod in our preceiling reports, it 
is the only means of securing a wholesome moat enpply. 

The sab-committee appointed to draw np rulce and regul.ttions , 
conoei-niug honae drainage and plumbing, eabmitted their report , 
to your Board, bnt nothing could be dono nntil tho oily charter 
should be so amended as to authorize tho Council to pronuilgiilo a 
by-lnw containing the provisions indicuted in tho report. 

The limited of the appropriations granted your Boaivl by 
Cuunnil, forbade tho pntlini; into operation of other moasare^, such 
OS the inspection of milk and other arliclea of food; so they were 
laid aside until next year. 

The work of the Health Department would have been more 
thorough and more etfcctive, had not He operations buen retarde<l I 
by the fact that the legality of the constitution of the Board of J 
Health was called into question, and oven appeal mode to the Courts r 
to decide the point. The raising of a similar qneetion occasioned L 
the failnro lo enforce tho regulations of the Provincial Board of I 
Health. ' 

The Health Department having become convinced that the ina 
peotioD of green bides could not bo carried on in the centre of the i^ 
city wilhoiit endangering public health, decided Lo cause the 
removal of the depoU to tho nbatloira. Although wo have been 
unable to secure the removal of this industry outetido of the city ' 
limits, yet it is satisfactory to know that tho Courts have ordained | 
the carrying out of suth ameliorations as will, no doubt, render 
those places less dangerous to the localities in which they are 
bliabed. 



PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO THE CITY CHARTER. 

Oh tUe 19lIi of December last, I bad the honor to submit thofol-j 
lowing I'flpoi't lo youi- Uoai'd : 



As the question of tho city charter ia now boiny discussod byl 
the City O^nncil, I have thought It opportune to lecomniend tha I 
committee appointed torovisolhechai'lor to include the foUowitiffl 
provisions in the section dealing with eanitarv meaHures. as they ] 
are of vital importance in the interaetls of public health : 

1. To empower the City lo enforce tho etiimping of meat and to | 
confiscate unstamped meat, 

2. To ptomulgalo by-laws regulating house drainage and 
plumbing. 

3. To compel tenants or occupania la make repairs to the pro- 
perties they occupy, when considered urgent in a sanitary point of 
view, in oases in which the proprietors ai-e absent from the city ; 
or to authorize the city to cause such repuii-s to be made and charge 
the cost thereof to the estate. 

4- To regulate the construction of privies, and to prohibit them 
on the line of any street in which there is a public sewer, except 
in cases in which a special permit is granted by the Boai-d of 
Health. 

5. To cauee llie slaughtering of every animal affected with glan- ' 
ders or any other difleaae communicable to man upon the cortiBcate i" 
of two licensed veterinary Burgeons. 

6. To render obligatory the reporting to the Healh Department 
of the births of all unbaptised children within one weeli after birth; 
the report to give the following particulars: date of birth, name 
of the child and the names of the f.ither and mother; nationality • 
of the parents; the profession of the father, likewise bis residenoo < 
(street and number). 

1. To require a certificate of vaccination for every child having 
attained the age of three months. 

8, To limit the number of c-nw«, dogs, cat«, and other domestic ■ 
and wild animals, or to prohibit tho keeping of them ; also to rcga- 
late the manner in which Ihcy shall be kept ; lo prohibit the 
establishing of my menagerie without the authorization of the j 
Boai-d of Health. ' 

9. To cause the inspection, for sanitary purposes, of dairies, 
stables, hei'ds of cattle and habitations of milkmen residing outsida , 
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the oily and supplying milk within the limits of the city ; also to 
grant, suspend or cancel the licenses of milkmen whenever the 
public safety requires it. 

10. To prohibit the collection and distribution of ice not col- 
lected according to the directions of the Board of Health and with- 
out their permission. 

11. To render obligatory the registration of the deaths of persons 
(lying in the cily and interred elsewhere, as well as those dying 
outside the city and interred in the city cemeteries. 

12. To render obligatory the transportation to hospital of every 
case of small-pox, cholera, etc., excepting in cases m which the 
Medical Health Officer may decide otherwise. 
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OBDERED TO BK CLOSED. 

Tlie proprietorw of 23 hoasos were notified to mflke the repaii-s 1 
necessary to put their properties in a winitary condition or else 
they wnultl bo closed up, the rosnlt being that 10 were closed up, 
8 were put iu n sanitary condition and in the other 4 chbbb, action 
la etill pending in Court. 

OVKncROWDlNn. 

Five houeo'i wore reported as being overcrowded, and in i 
caee a number of the oceupanta were compelled to ticetc lodgings! 
e]aev.-here. 

Dtunr HOCsBs. 

Twenty eight houses were found in a dirty condition. The oc^ti- 1 
pantct wei-e in all cases compelled to clean them. 

PRIVATE SLA n OH T ERIN (I 

The premieea of butchers Ihroaghout the city were visited i 
several times, in the day time and at night, in order to prevent 
private alaughteriog. Only six butchora were found contravening 
the law, four of them being caught in the night time. All the 
delinquents were fined by the Rooonler. 

COLLECTION OF ICE. 

Daring the winter the police kept a surveillance over the placea I 
whore ice was being cut, in oi-der to prevent the cutting of ice in I 
placea prohibited hy the Board. Duiing tho aummor, means were < 
taken to prevent ice taken fi-om quarries from being sold in the 
city. 

NAMES OF DNVACOINATED CHILDREN. 

During the year, the sanitary police collected the names of . 
anvaccinated children. 

BCAVBNaiNQ. 

AapceinI surveillance was kept over the scavenging service fori 
the apace of 113 days. 

STREET QDLLIE8 ^NB VACANT LOTS. 

The sanitary officers made 63 reports to the Eoad Deparlmont 
concerning offensive street gullies and nndraiucd vacant lota. 



NEW HOUSES. 

Clauso Nij. 2ti ol' By-Law Jfo. 105 obliges personw inteiiding to 
erect now buildings not only in nolit'y tho Health Depurtmcini of 
the fact, but alao to send in n copy ol' the plans and spec ill cations 
in order to enabb the iiulhoriiii's to Judge of tlio natare of the sys- 
tem of di'ftinu^^e and plumbing intended to he adopted. Tbe en- 
forcinff of this provisioii of the by-law was delayed for (wo years 
in tliehupe that the Boai-d would decide to allow the sum of JSQO 
to ^tiy for the services of an architect to attend to this matter. 
The Board, however, thouirht proper act to grant tbe sum aekedfor. 
Yet the importance of tbe provisions of this clause was consi- 
dered too great lo permit of its being allowod lo remain a dead 
letter any longer ; and in order not to take those intending to build 
by surprise, it was decideil to p^b]i^•ll tbe following noticii in tho . 
daily newspapers nnd to send a uopy to cvci-yarchitect, builder and ' 
plumber in the city :

ITOTXOE. 

Any person building a new house or altering or repairing an old 
one is required by law to construct the soil pipe iVom the water- 
closets, of iron and carry it above the highest point of the roof; 
it is in DO case allowable to oonnoct such pipe with tbe chimney, 
i'Hirthenuore, it ia strictly forbidden lo connect a privy pit with 
any public sewer. 

In order to avoid any misuodorBtanding with tbe Boai-d of Health, 
those interested are hereby warned to tonfwm to the following 
rules which will bo comprised in the new by-law concerning 
plumbing and di'ninage to be shortly adopted by the City Oouncit : 

1. — Tbe use of the stylo of water-closet known aa "pan closet" 

shall be strictly prohibited. 
2. — Every water-closet shall be provided with a flush cistern of at 

leaet two gallons capacity ^vith a service pipe of a diameter of at 

least one inch and a half. 
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3. — AM plumbing and drainago Giclure:! shnll be, so tar as poaaible, 1 
so placed an to be permanQnliy i-xposod tu view, 

4. — A siiffii^ioiit number of water-closotfi shall bo placod in every 
newly built bouse, whi'n there is a public newer in the street ; 
when, however, there is no aewer in ttie Htieet and a privy pit 1 
has lo be coDHtructed, it Hhall be necessary to obtain a iiermit in I 
wi'itiug from the Health Dopartmont to that effect and to coii-i" 
form to the instructions of the said Department relative to the I 
manner in which sQch privy ohull be built. I 

5. — When a wuter-closul oxiste in any houae, the privy, should I 
there be one on the premisoti, shall be done away with, r 

6 The diameter of every house drain shall be from 4 to li inches. 

As to the material, iron is prefer.ible and more economical than 1 
tile pipe ; and it is better to lay the drain over ground, as defects J 
are then mora readily perceived.

Sanitary Inspector. 

This form being required to be filled up in the case of each 
building, the health authorities are placed in a position to prevent 
any contravention of clause 26 of By-Law No. 105. While awaiting 
the adoption by the City Council of the By-Law concerning house 
drainage and plumbing the Board could employ no better means 
than the above to ensure the constiniction of buildings in accoi-d- 
anco with sanitary principles. 



ABSKNT PHOl'REETORS. 

Section 29 of Ky-Luw No. 105 roude as tbllows : 

" Any muinber or ofiScor of tl»o Boai-d of lloaltli shall hav-o 
power to Ascei-taiti wtiethor, in oi* upon any building, hotel, hoiiso, 
lodgini; house, oi- dwelling, now oi' bei'oafber to bo erocteil in tho 
city of Montreal, oi- on any lot of ground oi- promiBea in the said 
city, the ventilation, drainage, closets, privies, trapping of the 
wast« pipes and sinku, and the condition of thu collars and any 
other arriingt'mout on which hualtli depeuds, are in euch a stato 
as not to bo prajudicinl to ihe health of the inmatos ; and if not 
foood in such sanitary condition, according Ui tbo judgment of 
the said Board of Health, the said Board sliail havo power to 
order tho owner of such building or premims to makosuch work 
or rflpaira, a* in tboii' judgment may be deemed necessary, and 
to assign the pnriod within which suuh work or repairs nhall bo 
don«." 

According lo tho above section, whon it becomes necoHsary to servo 
itioea, tho acrv'icu must be made upon tbe proprietor himnelf. 
lut Buch aerviuo becomes impracticable in tbo case of proprietors 
Ment from thu city or in the cose of those whose wherenoouta is 
ikuown, whether they ai^e travelling or reside elsewhere 
lan in the city. It was formerly the custom to send notices to 
irsona absent trom thu city, through the post office by means of 
gbtered letters ; but the legality of such service having been con- 
sted before llie Uecoidor's (x>art, that tribunal decided not to roco- 
liaethe validity of such notices, directing that in order to bo legal 
le notices should be served personally upon tho proiirjetoi-a or 
ilivered at their domiciles to a reasonable member of the family, 
id that by a bailiff or other authorineil officor. Under this obli- 
ition the -Department became powerless to cause a number of 
'uportioi to bo put In a sanitary condition or even U) cause the 
rmoval of certain public nuisances ; thus Hoclielaga ward has 
^on obliged to suffer for two years post from the exhalations given 
r by tlie stagnant water ujwn an extensive pieco of land 
I that part of the city. Two years ago the project of a hy-law res- 
Ktiog absent proprietors was snbmilted to tJouucil (the draft waa 
iblisEod in last year's i-eport), but it has not yet been adopted. By 
rcftiiA of tho proposed law all difficulties would be overcome by 
ithortEing the sanitary authorities lo cause the works Judged 
Keesary in the interests of public health, to be carried out and 
I charge the cost thereof to the proprieloi-s, tbt- property being 
)ld as security tor the due payment of tho expenses incuri'ed. 
,'e repent tbe hope we expressed last year that the proposed law 
ill receive the immediate sanction of Oooncil in view of its im- 
irtance and urgency.

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ABOLITION OF PRIVY PITS. 

The abolition of privy pits and tho substitution of wator-closets 
in their stead bad been for a long time upon the programme of 
improvements which your Board proposed to carry out ; and this 
year, notwithstanding the imperfection of our laws upon this 
important point, the Sanitary Inspector, as also the other 
inspectors, entered upon a vi^nrous campaign against privy pits 
witn the object of having them roplacecl by water-closets. The 
following table gives the results of their efforts up to the 1st of 
January, 1889. 

Although these results have not been very brilliant, yet they 
serve to stiow that with time and a more favorable legislation, 
the desii*9d change can be effected without trouble.

Section 2. — Section 23 of tho said bylaw No. <I5 and Section 2 

' by-law No 12U. passed on the 9th August 1880, and entitled: 

" by-law to regulate thy discount on taxes," are repealed and ro- 

Pplsced by tho following; which shall form part of the sniil by-law 

f No G&, undei- Section 23 : 

" A di-icount of five per cent shall be allowed to all water 
tenants who will pay in one instalment the whole of the said rates 
on or before the fifteenth August in each and every year." 

Section 3~-Tho article headed " Water Olostts," in tho schedule 
or tariff annexed to tho said by-law No. 6J, is amended by adding 
lo it the following :

REMARKS ON VACCINATION. 

Ouf public vacciuatoi'B are required to i-etum to tiee Iho chilcli'« 
they vaccinate in oi-der to oscet-tain the i-esuUof the opeiation an 
to repeat it should it have fuilod the liret time. It has been foutuD 
that with the exception of a ibw cftses, the vaccine used ha» giv( 
^atisfuction. 

According to the reports of our vaccina to re, there baa beenl 
much lesa difficulty experienced in carrying on vacuinalioii thia 
year than Ihei-o was the preceding year; and the prejudices that 
existed during the epidemic of 1885. are daily dimiuiahing. 

Yet, wo regret lo have to say that certain phyBicianH, for from- 
helping on the work of our vHCcinatora, frequently place obetaolei 
in their way by counselling parents for trifling reasons to put c* 
the vaccination of their children. 

During tho months of July and August, the vaccinators pre- 
pared an index containing the names of ovur GOOO children fiom 
the liiits of baptiBms sent in from the different parishes. They aW 
got every thing in readiness to recommeuce vaccinating in Sep- 
tember, " 
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Apart from this work, the vaccinator visited a largo number 
of families in which infantile cholera had prevailed in oi*der to 
Btudy the causes of the disease and discover the best means of 
preventing it. But such observations, in order to posse g scientific 
value should extend over a va^t number of cases, which would 
have taken up more time and have drawn upon the resources of 
the Board to a greater extent, than could possibly have been 
afforded. 

Finally, during the course of the j'car, the vaccinators visited and 
even treated certain cases of contagious disease, when the relatives 
of the patients were too poor to pay a physician ; also they visited 
a number of cases of disease, repoi*ted as contagious but which 
i*equired to be examined in order to verify the diagnosis.

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Of tho 3958 deaths anions the French CanadiaoB, 2538 oecorred 
under 5 years of age ; 849 from 5 to 20 years ; 804 from 20 to 70 
years ; and 265 from 70 to 100 years. The mortality under 5 years 
formed 64.12 per cent ; and aooye that age, ^5.87 per cent of the 
total. 

Of the 931 deaths among the other Catholics, 419 occurred under 
5 years of age; 109 from 5 to 20 years ; 310 fi*om 20 to 70 years ;

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I have the honor to present to you in the following pageN, my 
report upon the sanitair »tat«ofthe City of Montreal and upon 
the operittioDS of the Health Departmont. as also a fliimmai-y of 
the vital Btatiatics. for the year ending Slat December, IS89. 

Taking into consideration the importance of the aanitary meo- 
•nres which yoQr Board put into operation during the past year 
^d noting the decreiise in the mortality a» compared with the 
[jpreceding year (and that with an increaxe of population amount- 
in§ to at least ten thousand souls), we must say that, in a sanitary 
point of view, Montreal is making very considerable progress. 

The annual rate of mortality was 26 60 per 1000 of the popula- 
tion, or 3.33 less than the mean i-ate for the preceding sixteen 
years.namely.from 1872 to. 1888 lexclnsiveof theyearof the smali- 

mncxed (St- Jeau-Baptiste and St-Ga- 
briel) did not form part of the city, our mortality would be re- 
iluced lo 25.53 per lOUO. But, what is most encouraging is that 
the mortality Oom zymotic diseases, which comprise mort of the 
|irevenlib1e disoi-derB, decreased 0.(J4 per 1000 as compared with 
the preceding year ; when, in the latter year, there had been a 
L decrease of 1.12 per 1000 as compared with 1887. 

If atatistics are to be considered the guide of BanilarJans. such 
KBulta should encoui'Uge you, gentlemen, to a further exercise of 
mergy and devotion in the cause of public health. 

The most important measure inttugnrate>l last year was 

bodoabtodly the inspection of milk, dairies aiid cow stables by 

n officer appointed for that special purpose. This measure wan 

indered absolutely necessary in view of the fact thstthe mortality 

mongst infants fed by meann of the nui'aing bottle, was excessive 

nd that medical men attributed the ))i'evalence of diarrhoea, 

"cholera infantum, etc., to the bad quality of the milk supply. 

The qnestion of ensuring a supply of pure ice for domestic use 

in the city, hy limiting the cutting of the refrigerent to sources 

known to be free fVom impurities, after having formed the object 

of much study upon the part of your Board, was finally solved by 

the adoption of a by-law placing the sanitary authoritiesin aposi- 

lion to prevent ice from being cut in doubtful or unhealthy places 

und to nrobibit the sate of such ice in the city. 

Another rofiontly adopM hy-lftff nf importftncn to those who 



indulge in effervescing drinks, is that which prohibits the use 
leaden stoppBi-8 for bottles, etc. This law was enacted in conse- 
quence of several cases o( lead poisoning having been traced di- 
rectly to the above mentioned sonrce. 

The inspection of the plumbing and drain work in new honses 
begun in 1888, was pi-oductive of such good results thnt it wan 
pursned with silU greater care and sttictness during the past year. 
The promulgation of the proposed by-law on plumbing and drain- 
age, drawn up in the same year, waa delayed owing to the fiict 
that the needed amendments to the city cl^arter had not been 
obtained. When the necessary powers are secured, the project 
will, no doubt, be adopted by the City Council without delay. 

Among the important questions that occnpied your attention 
during the year, were the following : The contract for the re- 
moval of dead animals, which had to beresiliated and a another oon- 
tract entered into upon a new basis ; repairs to the Civic Hospital ; 
treatment by our own physicians of cases of typhoid fever refused 
admission to the hospitals, and the disinfection of the swampy 
district where the disease jirevailed ; privy cleaning, new sewers, 
carting of manure though the city ae at present practised, probibi- 
tiouofgUvanised iron for soil pipes, coopeiittion on part of the ci^ 
police in preventing the depositing of offal etc., upon the publifi 
streets, the water tax, necessity of appointing a sanitary policeman 
to supervise the incineration of bouse offal, the closing of man- 
holes, etc., ete. 

I cannot end this snmmary of the JmprovmeJts adopted during 
the year in the interests of public health, without thanking jrour 
Board for having chosen me to represent the City of Monti-eal at 
the Congres International d' Hygtent el de Dimographie held in Paris, 
Fiance. I shall consider it a saci-ed duty to see that the public 
interests shall profit by what I learned there. I also take ocoasioa 
to thank the chairman of your Board, alderman Hameiln, for hav- 
ing had thegreat kindness, (even as fiir as to neglect his personal 
affairs) to keep a eui'veillance over the Department during my 
absence. 
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COMMBRCB, STORAGE AND CURING OP GREEN HIDES. 

For a DQmber of years past, your Board has been mak- 
iDg efforts to ha^o the commerce, storage and caring of hides 
carried OD onUida the city limits, If the Federal Government 
had ordered the removal of the office of its inspector of green 
hides to oar eastern or western abattoir as we had the honor of 
suggesting to the Hon. minister of the Interior in an interview we 
had with him at the time of his visit to this city, last year, it 
would have saved the trouble of obtaining a special by-law to prohi- 
bit this industry within the city limits. The occasion npon which 
Ibe change wa^ asked, was a most opportune one inasmuch as a 
nevr inspector bad to be appointed to replace the former incumbent 
who had died. The change in the place of inspection would 
necessarily bring with it a removal of most of the establishments 
where curing and storing is now carried on in the heart of the 
city. 

In prohibiting this industry elsewhere than at our abattoirs, a 
gnat service would be i-endered to the city for many reasons. It 
woald do away with a source of great danger to public health, 
concentrate a trade which is closely related to the slaughtoring 
business and thus facilitate the Iransactions of the butchei's ; and 
finally, it would influence a larger number of butchers to Q-equent 
the abattoirs with the result of ensuring a larger supply of whole- 
some meat in our markets, all animals being duly inspected before 
and after slaughter by an abattoir inspector. 

The removal therefore of the hide trade to the abattoirs should 
bo inscribed npon the programme of reforms which your Board 
should work to secure in the near future. 



PRIVATB ABATTOIRS IN THB NEIGHBOURING 
MUNICIPALITIES. 

A number of citizens have had cause to complain of the offensive 
emanations coming from placc= where rendering is carried on and 
from private abattoirs which the municipahty of C6te Visitation 
has allowed to be established within its jurisdictiuii, immediately 
ontside the city limits. 

The complainants at first attributed the foul odors to want of 
cleanliness at the eastern abattoir ; but, after that ctitablishment 
had been thorongbly examined it was found that it would be 
necessary to seek elsewhere for the source of the nuisance. This 
the abattoir employees pointed out as being the pestilential places 
<>f slaughter and rendering located in the neighbouring municipality 
above mentioned. How could other results be looked for when 
abattoirs and places where the rendering of tallow is carried on 



are allowed (o be established in tbe primitive matiDer they are lo 
be found in CiSte Visitftlion. The pi-oprietorfi of those place* have 
been very modest in regard to the slyle of architecture they have 
adopted- old bairns ana dilapidated stables piifficed ; ventilation 
being effected through the doora or other openings not specially 
made for the purpose The animalm. in many oases, are fed fi-om 
troughs previoucly aned to drain the urine in to the manure boxes, a 
receptacle for the offal of the slaughter house as well as for the 
manure. The dii-joinled flooring allowa the blood to ran beneath 
and soak into the earth. There being no drains, the soakage is 
limited in depth and extend out by the qaanlity of the »angaineouH 
liquid and the amount of rnin fall. The heat of the sun then pro- 
duces decomposition with the evaporation of putrid and ofTennivo 
vapors. The well water nsed for wasliing tbe meat is of a moat dan- 
gerous kind as it is contaminated by tbe 61th with which tbe 
earth is satnrat«d. 

The Provincial Boai-d of Health who have taken the mattei- i 
hand, will see that their regulations are properly carried out 
is to this authority that we must look for a remedy for the present! 
stateof affairs which menace the health of the city as well as thM^ 
of the municipality in question.

* The departmeot could not help tolerating for the time being, 
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those five privy-pits a*" there are no sewers in the streets whi 
they are located. The department, through the Sauitary Inspectoi 
took all the measures poaoible to hasten the laying of the needet 
sewers aa there was a special understanding; with the pruprietoii 
of the premises where the privies are built that the pitii should be 
done away with and be replaced by water- closets as soon aa ^"^ 
streets are provided with sewers. 

The above table shows that 209 proprietors neglected to eoni 
to the law in failing to take out a permit at the Building Inspi 
or's office, that official having granted only 155 permits. 1 
well, however, to note that these 155 repi'esent 546 dwel lings. wbile 
the 209 only represent one dwelling each. The most, if not all, tbe 
owners of the 209 houses are small proprietorii who built 
the accommodation of their own families only. 

The inspection of new houses last year was cai-rled out, in all 
all cases, oy an inspector appointed by us for [.hat special duty. _ 

Although section 26 of By-law lOfl provides that every pei«6n 
who shall build, rebuild or alter any house or building, «hall give 
wHtten notice thei'eof, with a plan and description to be approved 
of by the Boai-d, yet it could not bo enforced owing to ila not 
being sufficiently definite. So soon, however, as the by-law on 
plumbing and drainage is adopted, the plana will have to be sent 
in to the department to bo approved by an architect, who will be 
entrusted with the duty of siipei'vising the house drains throug] 
out the city.

SEWERS. 

Previous to 1S83, a petition for a public sewer required to bCMv 
10 sienatnres of a majority of the proprietors interested, other- 
Metne city could not collect from thorn their paH of the cost of the 
ork. There was at that time no other mnans of deolarinK the lay- 
ig of a sower a [mhlic necesaity. Since then, the law has been 
langed, and the city has obtained the right to cause the -.ODstruc- 
on of apiiblicsewerandto collect the neceMfiary proportion of the 
)st from the proprietors interested it' the wewer is declared neees- 
iry in the inttsreets of public health by your Board. Although this 
lodiflcation of the law is only a half raeasuie in the direction of 
icuring proper sewerage for the city, it helps us to deal with the 
lore unhealthy localities, and that frequently against tho will of 
raricioua projirietors hot to the udvantage of tenants. 
What delays and useless loas of time occur in following 
le official formalities required in proceeding to have n drain con- 
rncied in ncconiance with the law ! Apart from certain cases of 
sry great urgency in which the Boaiil take upon themselves to 
icommetid the immodiato cun.'^itrui.'tiun of a itewcr, a demand for 
laying of a wewer Ls made liy meatiH of a petition from the 
l.ors addroHsetl to the Road Department. Although it i» 
)i rtcrtflueuj- that the petition should Ijcar the slgnalures of all 
16 proprietors, it is preferuhle to have it- signed by a.-* many as 
Msible From tho Koad Itepartraont the petition in sent tn the 
toaltb Department. The Sanitary Iiispocloi-, whor*o duly it is to 
Iteod to the matter, draws up a report stating the result of his 
m% !■} the lot^alily ni'oding the sewer ; and this report connter- 
;Ded by the medical Health officer, is submitted and read at the 
It meeting of tho Board of Health. If the report declares it 
wssary in the interests of public health that a sewer should be 
lid, the Board adopts a resolution recommending that a report to 
lat effect be made to council. The Secretory drawn up a i-epovt 
'hich is aigned by at least four members and to whicji is minexed 
le report of the sanitary inspector, and the whole is then sub- 
utt«d to Council. Atler tho report is rend in council it is sent 
)the Road Committei, then to the Finnnce Committee; after 
'hich it is again submitted 1o Oouni^il, where it is (inaly adopted 
nd the mayor authonze<l to sign the contract for the execution of 
lework. Thus, a petition for a sewer having to be presented, 
[insidered and adopted by three difl'erent committees and by the 
luncil (and always at a regular meetingi, il is not surprising that 
I should take from six to eight weeks before it is hnally disponed 
r. When the work is not done by the Road Department itself, 
ure mnet be added the time it takes to advertize for tenders, 
ward tho contract and prepare for the immediate carrying out 
f the work. 
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A.II those reports uod all this trouble may be considered as 
simply wasted in view of the fact that in the matter of pnblic 
beaiib, tbe theoretical and practical aathoritioa agiei> in consider- 
ing sewers as the principal factors in placing cities in a sanitai'y 
condition. They are veritable bowels which seive to remove the 
filth that woaid otherwise poiaon the cotnmiinity. It is therefore 
upon the perfecting and ext«nding of our sewerage system thai 
we mast mainly rely for maintaining the health of so large a city 
as ours. 

In the report presented on tbe 20th of Apnl by the Committee 
appointed to study the best method of perfecting onr system of 
sewerage as weU as the regulating of plumbing and drainage 
work, the annexed report of the Deputy City Surveyor, a member 
of the sub-committee upon public sewers, makes known the facte 
cited below, the importance of which demand your serious atten- 
tion. 

Is there another question of such importance with respect to tbe 
sanitary condition of Montreal as that of its sewerage system ? I 
do not believe there is. This question ts all the more pressing us 
oar City Council has the intention of spending, in the near future, 
millions of dollars for the permanent paving of the streets Before 
deciding upon cBi'rying out such vast works, it would be prndent 
to commence by making certain of the value of our sewers as to 
quality and quantity. A pm-mauent sewerage system is certainly 
of the first importance. Bvei-y body knows that, ibr the last ten 
years, more Hewers have been bnili than hitherto, but without any 

What is iirst requii-ed, und what has not been made, up to the 
pi-escQt, is a general list or inventory of the net work of sewers 
thixiughout the city, in order that the exact number of miloe of 
sewers compared with tbe length of streets, may be known; and of 
the number of sewers vve poMsess, how many may be considered sui- 
table and properly constructed; bow many defective ordangerous 
whether owing to their shape, their fall, their construction or the 
nature of tbe materials of which they are composed. 

These facts are so little known, that it has happened that the 
Road Department itself has gi-antod permits to open streets in 
order that a search might be mad'e for the public sewer, and that 
in cases in which there were no sewers in the streets. 

The following ai-e the principal observations which Mr. Lavall^, 
Deputy City Surveyor, was kind enough to submit as one of the 
members of the sub committ«e of three engineers appointed to 
study and report upon the question of Lbe improvements that 
might be made in the system of public sewers : 

" The public drainage of the city of Montreal is not as imperfect 
" as repi'esented by some, nor as perfect as it can and should be : 
" there being no regular system of drainage but simply soparftU 
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" and detached seotionB of sewers. Some of these aewers are v 
" bailt, wbilo othei-8 are defective, in ohape, grade, materials, etc. 

1. " There are in tbo city 100 miles of eewoni and about 150 miles 
" of streets ; leavingoutone thii-d of the city withoat drains. Of the 
" existing 100 miles of di-uins, Mome 30 miles are old and badly built. 

2. " As agenei'al rale the gradesof our sewers are good, but there 
" are numei'ons e^iceptions to the rule, even the aewei's having a 
" good fall cannot, forever, remain free from deposits. In the ma- 
" jority of cattes when openings are made in the sewoi-s to make con- 
" nectiona for private drains, shafts et«., deposits varying from six 
" incheu to a foot, in depth are found in the inveits of sewers. 

3. " The majority of onr eewei's have ho manholes for inspection 
" and ventilation. 

4. " The street gullies of this city like those of most american 
" cities, including ffew-York, are receptacles for all animal, excre- 
" mental and vegetable matters carried oft' the streets, by water, 
'' and intercepted on theirway to the sewer. A great many shafts 
'' are cleaned but once or twice a year: during the interval, the 
' putrid matter in the bottom of the gully is in close proximity to 
' the dwellings. 

6. " UoBt of our sewere are hermetically closed up during sum- 
' mer and winter and i-eoeive no ventilation except through the 
*' dwellings. 

6. " The sewerage of the city is discharged into the St. Lawi-ence 
" river through three principal outletH : one at the head, the second 
"at the center and the third nem- the foot of the Harbor, This 
' causes serious annoyance and danger to ihe population engaged 
' in shipping etc. and that residing on the water fronl. 

" To remedy the above enumerated defects I would suggest, 
' taking the objections .n their order : 

1. '* To complete without delay the 50 miles of stiwers missing to 
' obtain the drainage of existing streets, aud renew the HO miles of 
'defective scw^nh. 

2. " To obtain each year a sufficient sum to have the sewers 
" uloaoed ap fi-ee from ail deposit and flushed thoroughly. In the 
" low lying districts the sewers can be Hushed by means of large 
" pipes connected with the water works waste weir, keeping a ooas- 

'unt flow of pure water through the sewers in dry weather. These 

' pipes could be shut off in time of rain. 

'' The sewer« on high levels can be united in series, at u sutllcient 
" height, and by means of flood gatas the flow of the v, hole uf the 
" sewers of that series, having been retained and gathered for some 
" lime oonid be directed to a single sower at a time and alternately 
'" to all the sewers thus i«nnected. 

3. " Manholes with peribrated covers should be placed on all 
■' «wet8 old and new, at intervals of about 151J feet and made to cor- 
" rwpijud with two street gullies,ione on either side of the street. 
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" The' dimensions of the mauiioleH muut be sufficient to receive 
'' receptacles for the deposits tVotn the etreet gully conuectione and 
" affoi-d factiitics for cteansing the sewci-, between manholeg. 

4. " The ati-eet gully connection should run straight to the sewer 
" aad ita receptacle und trapbein tbeminhole, in the middle of the 
'' etreet instead of being in close proximity to the dwellings. By 
" placing the street gulHea opposite one another a manhole would 
" be sufficient for two gullies and even four |at the intersection of two 
" street^.l This disposition of the gullies would also facilitate tb« 
" ventilation of sewers in winter (see next paragi-aph.) 

6. " The ventilation of sewera should be obtained : in snmmer 
" the centre of the street, through the perfortttionn of manholes] 
" winter the centre of the street being sealed up by ice the at " 
" should be ventilated IhrougL the street gully connections. 
'' secui'o the opening of tho gully connections fi'Om being blocked 
" ice and snow and also to prevent the danger arising from a 
■' hole in the roadway near the curbstone, a nine inch elbow 
" (made of the material lea^t subjet to hoar-frusti should be run 
" over the gully connection, through the shaft plate to a holgbbj 
'■ five feet above the line of sidewalk. All the orifices of these «lb< 
" pipes to be turned lowai-ds the centre of the street. By thisci 
" trivance Ihedwellingaare not exposed to the emanations from tuo 
" abaft nearest to thorn, as in case of wind Lhe pipe to leeward beco- 
" mes a ti'osh air inlet and the one exactly opposite or to windward 
" discharges toward the centre of the sti-eet ifio gases expelled from 
" the sewer by the current produced by the inlet. The tempera- 
" lui-e of the sewer is also reduced and decomposition prevented. 

6, " The outlets of the sewei-s, now discharging into the river 
" should be reduced to one and that carried below the city. " 

" The subject of public drainage is open to extensive study 
" considerations which do not come within the compass of a I 
'* report like this one but the above mentioned are the most Milii 
■-defects in our public drainage and the remedies suggested are 
" quite attainable. " 

The fbi-egoing observations only serve to oondnn our recommeu- 
dations and may be resumed as follows : 

1. Cause a detailed list showing the q^uality of all om- 
im made immediately. 

2. Cause the ncwers that arc wanting, to be constrnctod 
reuev those that are defective in oi-der that the system may 
rendered us perfect as possible. 

3. Prohibit the opening of any street private or public until 
necessary water service pipes and sewers are laid in them.

REMAEKS ON VACCINATION. 

The vaccinators make a senond visit in every case of vacciD& 
tion in order to makecertain that the vaceiDatioD ban taken, nochild 
being recorded as vaccinated unless the operation baa proved satie- 
i'aotory. 

The unsuccessful cases in primary vaccinations have not been 
numerous. Hardly 5 per cent oftho children needed to undergo the 
operation a Bccoud time ; in a few cases, a thii'd time. A few cases in 
in which undue inflammation became developed ended satisfactorily. 

During the months of Jnly and Angust the vaccinators, as usual, 
employed the lime preparing an indexof allthe vaocinationa made 1 
during the preceding months, and preparing their lists for tbe I 
next season. Owing to the unuanal beat during September, the work I 
of vaccination was delayed until towards the end of tbe month.

. Sec. 1. — A Board of Health is hereby established and constituted

of the City, ex-officiu and nine aldermen of the naid city and of 
qualified citiEone outside of the said Council, not to exceed nine ;

Sec. S. — The said Board of Health is hereby empowered tO~ 
appoint such health officers as may be deemed necijaeary for eupe- 
rintending or carrying out the oi-ders of the Board ; — to adopt 
and enforce all sanitaiy measures relating to the cloanlinese of the 
city; — to prevent the entry into the said city of all strangers or 
emigranttt, and all baggage belonging to them, wlien the appea- 
rance of either indicates danger to tbe public health ; — to naopl 
prompt meaauros to prevent the spread of any epidemic, conta- 
gious or infectious disease ; — to forbid and prevent all crimmunica- 
tion between any part of the city so infected, except by means of 
physicians, nurses or mesaengeis, to carry tbe net-easary advice, 
medecines and provisions to the afflicted ; — to cause any avenue, 
street or pi^sage to be fenced or enclosed., and to adopt suitable 
measures for preventing persona fiom going to or coming from 
any part of the city so enclosed ; — to put itself in communication 
and establish in concert with the proper authorities or private 
institutions and individuals having charge of emigrants on their 
landing and passage thi-ough the city, the Harbour Commissioners 
and the Board of Works, a place of refugu or hospital in the city 
for the relief of poor or sickly emigrants; — to provide the means 
of purifying, draining and cleansing of all streets^ buildings and 

E remises in all ways that may bo deemed requisite (o preserve the 
ealth of theCity. 

Sec. 9. — Tbe Healib Officers are hereby autboriKcd tu enter, at 
all hours, any house or building, or any yard, shed, vacant lot or 
other premises and to oi'der the removal therefrom of any offensive 
matter found therein, and to enforce such cleaning, draining or 
purifying as may bo deemed necessary ibr the protection of the 
public health; — to isolate patients lal>oring under small pox, 
typhoid fever, dyphtheria or any other dangerous or contagious 
disease whensoever the said officei-s shall deem it necessary for the 
welfare of such patient, or of tbe public ; — to cause any person 
who shall have died of any of the said diseases to be buried within 
a short delay ; and generally to execute such orders aa the said 
Board may trnm time to time issue.

I have llie honor to present to you. heii'with, my sixth annnal 
report on the Sanitniy Btate of the city of Monti-eal, namely, that 
for 1890. 

From the very beginning of the year, your Board devoted 
eerioas attention to the question of the amendmenta to the 
charter which the sanitary interests of the city demanded. Most 
of the needed amendments had iilready been submitted to the 
Committee on the Charter in a report transmitted to that body 
on the li9th December, 1887 ; unhappily, howevei', without result. 
Tbo amendments wei-e intended to confer upon the city the follow- 
ing powei-s : To coUett the cost of works required in the interests 
of public health in thecoBO of absent and non-resident proprietorai 
to regulate plumbing work and private drains ; to nroliibit ptiTies 
in BtreeU provided with pnblic sewers ; to compel the slaugnler of 
animals afi'cct«d with glanders or other iocurable contagious 
diseasea ; to require the registration of the births of nnbaptized 
children ; to cause the inspection of cow stables, dairies and de- 
pendencies betongingto milkmen licensed to sell milk in the city ; [o 
authorizenone but licensed physicians to sign certificates of death ; 
to regulate stnbles, both public and private, their drainage and 
ventilution. 

This year, the aiioption oftho by-law (No, ISii toregulate the 
sale of milk woe urged upon the Council and it v/aa Ranctionod 
on the 23rd of June lust This law, which is given in exttnso at 
page33,reqniresthHt normal milk shall contain 3 per cent of butter 
fat, 12 per cent, of total solids and shall have a density of from 
1029 to 1031 at a temperature of 30° Fab. 

Otner sanitary regulations prepared by your Board await only 
the sanction of Council to make them law. Tbey are ; A by-law to 
regulate plumbing work and private drains ; a by-law to extend 
the powers of the medical Health OfGcor ; a by-law to amend 
sections 1 6 and 29 of By-law No 1 05, so as to render the agent res- 
ponsible as well ai the proprietor ; a by-law to regulate the 
carting of manni-e and house offal. 

Vonr Board, by resolution, desired Ihe itoad,Committee to do 
away with the " dead ends " in connection with the public sewers, 
and removed an abuve by prohibiting the employment 
of bricks from old sewers in tuo building or repairing of houses. 
Also, yon urged upon the school commissioDere the necessity of ren- 
dering the teaching of hygiene obligatory in the public schools. 



A requeut miulo to Council for purmisaioD to oelabliuL rhalets, tUt 
de n^cessi' f ^, (wftler-closels I in public places throughout the 
having been submitted lo yoar Board, the scheme waa recei*

Through your endeavours, gentlemen, Hochelaga ward has been 
provided with an excellent public bath, the advantages of which 
havo already been so much appreciated that there is every reaxon 
lohope that publio baths will be built ere long to meet Iho 
wants of other partfl of the city. 

Certain special complaints haviiifr been mode uKainst tJie sca- 
venger for creating a nuisance by depositing oll'al, etc., in the 
vicinity of Montana street, your Board was obliged to inveetigal 
the ^amo. A visit to the Ideality complained of resulted in a re] 
to Coucil which constituded an answer to the complaint. 



STAFF OP THE UEALTH DEPABTMENT. 



After ibo epidemic of 1885 6, the ordinary pei-sonnel of 
Depailmenl waaincreaBcd in order to render offlcient the tn 
elnboratP and extensive pystcin which experience pointed oat 
being necepsary foi' ihe carrying into effect of the sanitary measui'ei 
required to prolt;ct the health of the city This strengthening of 
the organization which vtan certainly a laudable and progressive 
measure, was, neverthcleKs, considered by some people au undesi- 
rable for reasons never clearly slated, and which, atany rate, ho 
fur as they could be understood, presented nothing entitling them 
to be qualitied as very enlightened. However, as, from time to time, 
the criticifms of those people were renewed, it wae thought advi 
sable by the Board to meet them by an enquiry into the workin 
of the Depailmentas well as into Iho nature of the I'espectivedatil 
and work of the different officei's, and a pronouncement thereof 
This'task wus nudertaken three years ago byacommitteeappointe 
by the Board of Health ; and the conclusion arrived at waa that the 
vast amount of work which the carrying out of the sanitary measures 
entailed, demanded the entire time and energies of the staff. 

Last year again, it waa represented to the Board that there 
were people who still entertained doubts as to the impossibility 
of reducing the staff by at leaat one. Once more tho Board 
appointed a committee to investigate the working of the Depart- 
ment and settle the question definitely, one way or another ; and 
the rei^uUs of this committee's labors, as reported to the Board 
at the beginning of the present year, practically amounted to the 
complete endorsation of the conclusions arrived at by the fii 
committee.

r bnel) onr death nite would be only 22.93 per 1000. However, ne 

it is, tho death rate is almost 5.00 per 1000 (4,93^ lower than the 

arcrage for the preceding 17 years (exclusive ot 1886), and 1.80 

per lOUO lower than in 1889. 

The above calculations are based upon a population estimated 
at 216,300. This %ure is believed to be far below the actual 
member of inhabitants ; but, it is based upon the rate of natural 
increase obtained by a study of the census returns from 1851 to 
1881 ; and it had been considered wiser to be below the mark rather 
than baSHi-d the basing of our calculations upon estimates more 
or less correct, but not offering the guarantees of the census 
returns for 1891, which have not yet been published and for 
which we could not wait. 

Zymotic diseases are those in which the hi^slth authorities are 
moat concerned, as this cl.ise contains the principal causes of death 
oontrolable by sanitary meaenros. ^pd a diminution in the 
number of victims caused by them especially when it isasteadyfkl- 
ling off year by year, is certainly tho best indication poaeible of the 
sncceea of the efforts ofuny health department. It is therefore 
with no small pleasure that we draw attention to the fact that 
the mortality from zymotic cauees during the pant year, compared 
with that of 1889. shows a decrease of 1 ,25 per lUOO of the popu- 
lation. In 1889, the decrease was .72 per 1 000 as compared with 
I tbe preceding year; and in tho latter year the diminution was 
j 1.23 a« compared with 1887.

We rejoice to have lo say that not a single case of small-pox 
Kiorred in our city durinjf the past year, although two eleamahipa 
iUog between Liverpool and Monti-eal had the misfortune lo 
IT« each a ease of the disease on Board on reaching this side of 
a Atlantic. Both ca-^es were removed from the ships at the 
aaraninine Station atGro.vse Isle, and the vessels allowed to pro- 
sed to on their way after undergoing; tlie process of disinfection. 
The Health Depai tment, notified in both instances throuirb the 
Indness of the Provini-ial Board of Health, — communieaieft with 
e Harbour anthorities signifying a desire to be notified of the 
^^rrivul of the vessels in port, in order that they might be inspect- 
ed before being allowed lo enter the docks. But the first ship had 
been twelve hours at its quay before the Customs Office knew 
anything about it ; and the second one arrived without any 
qtiarantine cerlificate, it heing only upon the faith of a telegram 
^m the agent of the xhip company slating that the vessel had 
been properly disinfected at quarantine, that the port officer 
^oagnl proper to allow the steamer to take her station alongside 
lie quay. 

I [f this is the utv&i way of supervising the bills of health or

Bver since 1885. we have urged the need of a port physician as 
I necessary addition to the national quarantine system. Snch a 
ffnplement to the system is suggested by prudence as a final 
U'ner Kgainst the introduction into this country ofany contagion 
Viginating beyond the seas. This recommendation wan never 
tntended as a reflection upon the quarantine service at Grosse Isle ; 
' B based simply upon the well known fact that the period of 
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All prnctical sanitarians recognize tlie fuct that a diffasioii of a 
knowledge of the laws of health is a more powerful mens of seuu- 
ring the adoption of measures of sanitary reform than tho sevei-ertt 
legal enactments, it is necessary notonly that thoite lawsshould 
be promulgated, but also that they should be nbsei-vod ifthe popu- 
lation is to benefit by them. And how can we hope for their cons- 
cientious observance, nnless the raansea are convinced of their prac- 
tical utility ? But, if all are agreed that the teaching of hygiene is 
riecueeary for iheimprovementofpiibtic health, it is not so with res- 
[>ect to the most cxpeditioiiH and most certai n meansof piopagaling a 
knowledge of thatmence. Instruclion in Bchools.asaociations, jour- 
nals aud pamphletH, as well as public lectures, have had, in' turn, 
Iheir advocates. However, it must be admitted that although 
Uie teaching of hygiene in schools may not be reckoned among 
'he most expeditions of the methods suggested, nevertheless it in 
B most certain means of achieving the desired end. At least the 
location and reform of the rising generation may thus bo brought 

I Tbo BoHixl of Health, sensible of the advantages the population 
■onld derive trotn such teaching, adopted a resolution at a meet- 
bg, held on the Ist of May la«t, requesting the school commis- 
Bopers to i-ender the teachiugofhygiene obligatory in theachools 
nndor their control. We do not know how far the commissioners 
have complied wiih the recommendation of the Board, but we 
tmut that they will not delay givioe strict instructions to have a 
^^)}[table course of hygiene followed in every school.

^Hlimerons complaints from those residing in their neighbourhood, as 

^^Hell as, from passers-by- Butchers complained of the limited 

^^Baoe accoi-ded them for the exercise of their avocations, 

^^W the insufficiency of the water supply, of the uncleanly 

condition of the abattoirs and their dependencies due to the failure 

of the company to procnra sufficient help, and, in pailicular, 

f the neglect to have the floor of the slaughtering department 



cleaned tiufficientljoftflQ,the result of auch negligence being Ihat 
meat frequently came from the abattwii-n in so dirty a condition 
a§ to interfere with ita sale. 

The inbalitantRoflocalitiea situate at a distance fi-om the Eastern 
abattoir, particularly those of Moi-eauaircQland Ticinity,complBin- 
ed that when the wind came from the direction of that eittaDllsh- 
ment. the smell wan so offensive that they were obliged to seek re- 
fuge in their houses and keep (be windows closed, even in the warm 
est weaiher. In the west end. the emanations from the abattoirs 
located there, were felt even so far a'4 the municipality of St-Heni 
and, on several occasions the municipality was forced to resort to 
the law coui'te to compel the company to take meoi^ui'eci to abate 
thin public nitisaucc. 

It must, however, be said that the company seemed at all times 
disposed to do everything possible to perfect the sanitary condi- 
tion of their establishments, BO that the long delay in bringing 
about a thorough reform may he nttributeil to other causes thsn 
want of good will. 

Among the improvements inaugurated within the past fewye«rs 
the improvement in the drainage deserves special mention. Sinoo 
this work has been accomplished, no obstruction has occurred. 
The cost amounted to several hundred dollai'S and the settlement of 
>he account was nearly being the cause of a difficulty between the 
company and the city. Since the water bix has been reduced, water 
bajj been UKed in greater abundance, and there are now no 
complaints rci^pectlng the supply. A cooling apparatus has 
been put up in the refrigerator. This system which is a new one, poS' 
eessea advantages over ice as a means of refrijrcration; the result 
of a want ofsnfficient ice is no longer lo he dreaded. The offal of the 
elaughteriiig department passed into the ceiiarthrough openings in 
theflooring, is carted to the rendering department as fast as it is col- 
lected. The floor and walla of Ibiacellar have been cemented and 
can be washed out readily. The manure is no longer deposited 
upon the land in the neighbourhood, it being now used as fuel. One 
of the most costly improvement ailopled, and a most ingenioos one, 
is that for the combustion of thegaa from the dryers and rendering 
apparatus. It is composed of pipes which conduct the offensive 
gases to the furnaces, into the fire in which the gases are forced 
hy fans moved by steam. All offensive emanations are thus pre- 
vented. 

The cattle and hog markets al the western abattoir have beeQ 
cleaned, and have been provided with suitable drains at a cocBida' 
rablo coat. 

Lime washing every week is one of the very ofllcacions mi 
adopted to keep the buildings in a aanitary condition. 
The company through the exertions of Lheir superintendent hai 
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succeeded in temoving every cause of compiaint ; it is to be hoped, 
however, that they will uot rest satisfied with this, although our 
abattoirs even now are capable of rivaling many others, but that 
the company will bring the establishments to a point of pei'fection 
that will render them models for larger cities than ours.

B (1 anphyxia). 
f On the 3rd of May, an ox aged eix years and weighing only 
, was oonBHcaled frji- neing affected with geneiai Tuber- 
On Iho 28th aud 21llh of Jane, two cow^ weighing 
Teepectively 1100 and 12itO Ibti wei-e conGiicated for being in an 
xtdvaiiced stage of Tnboi'Ciilo8i6. These cattle were the property 
of three different butchers belonging to Montreal, who douDtlees 
i^iiffered the entire Iosh of the value of the .tnimals aa they had 
been brought in from the west. 

Calves are almost invariably aeiKsd for being either still-born 
or too youDg. 'I he laws prohibits their being aold for food before 
lie age of three weeks. 

F As to the hogs, they wei-e seized for being dead or dying before 
■ey conld be slaughtered. They die of the fatigue endured 
B tho railway cars; they ai-e so packed that if the journey is long 
■ere are always some thut die either on the rood or upon reaching 
Beir destination. 

I The cai-casses of all animals ooiifiscaled either in whole or 
ri, are cast into the Cumpany's rendering tanks, in oi-der 
remove any temptation that those interested might feel to m 
such meat with good meat and thus dispose of it. 
II Aa the number of uonfisoationa are somewhat i-are and as, { 
j^Hirder to render tho utilization of the waste mattera from the 
^^■fanghteriDg department a paying business, it would be necessary 
^^B) obtain coetly apparatus, the company has not thought proper to 
jHBo to tbo expense. The profits the company at present obtain 
K from this source are, therefore, so small Ihal they have always 
refused any compensation for confiscated unimaU. Disagreeable 
discussions have been the result of this aUite ofaffaii's, proprietors 
threatening to remove the carcasses of their animals if they 
Ljnceived no compensation for them. Youi- Board ought to decide 
Hrliat rales should govern those conliscations in future. 
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It ia unfortuaato tliattlie Council han not found some morohmnar 
rnoanh of enforcing the payment of the water tax than shutting 
oir the water NUpply. The Health Department has for tievei-al 
reant had the control of the applications for remissions and reduc- 
tions of tlie water tux, which, aa may be seen by the preceding 
table, Lt remitted on account of sickness or poverty or on account 
of sanitary rBquiremenl<4 Through a spirit of concession and in 
order lo give the Council time to modify their by-laws, " sanitary 
reqairemenls " is understood to refer to houses in which there are 
water closela. But is it prudent for your Board to allow 
aach a state of tblngw to continue any longer? The position is cer- 
tainly too illogical to be mainlained. If thedrainageof a dwelling 
boDse is out of order, a notice is at once sent to the proprietor to 
make the necessary repairs. Upon the one hand citizens are forced 
to protect themaelves from the introduction of emanations from 
the bouse drains, while on the other hand we tolerate on the 
part of the water collection department the stopping of the water 
t«upply, exposing all the syphons to a logs of the water constituting 
I beir ileal thus placing the seweie In direct comnunication with 
the houses. Suoh a state of affaii-s cannot fail before long to com- 
promise pablic health, as well aa your spirit of justice and iode- 
£endance. Let us hope that this irrational method of tax col- 
ction will be speedily abandoned. 

PUBLIC BATHS, 

The necessity of baths for the preservation of health is so thor 
oughly felt by everybody, that it is unnecessary to enlarge upon 
the HDbject from the point of view of pablic health. Their use 
iBM) Msential a part of our customs, that proprietors building now 
houses for families in ca^y circumstances are obliged to provide 
bathing facilities for their tenants; for, among this class of 
people, the first question asked when renting hoaxes is whether 
there ure water-closets, and the second, whether there ia a bath. 
Unhappily, in the honses of the working classes where bathing 
facilities arc most needed they are not to be found. The patting 
in of liaihs in such dwellings is rendered impossible owing to the 
timiied space, the buildings being constructed upon an economical 
plan in oi-di-r that the rentals may be within the reach of those 
whose wages barely suffice for the maintenance of their families. 
The anthorities of a city, therefore, having at heart the sanitary 
wel/kre of it« population, should supply by means of free 
public baths, the want of baths in the houses of the work- 
ing classei. Public baths of large capacity with running 



water have & dettided aviintuge over baths in 1)<3U8««, fta the 
frequenters are enabled to practise swimming utid to Indslge in 
Other exercises recommended in Hydrotherapy, 

In thin way. children are babitiiuted to frequent bntbing and 
are impressed with the utility of baths for the cultivation of 
cleanlinesH and heallb. Wo tboi-efoie strongly rocommead the 
establishment of other public butbs upon the plan of the one id 
Hochelaga wafd, in localities convenieut for the workioe claaaes, 
not only for the use of men, but also for women. The baUiS8hould_ 
not be looked upon Hole ly us a means of cultivating cleanliot 
but also as places where working people may induli^e inreoreatJoi 
after their mde daily toil. 

Up to this year, the Board having been ublo to obtain only tbi 
appropriation neceasury tor thi< maintenance of the baths hllherfa 
existing, namely, that on the south western shore at St, Helen'^ 
Island and that in the Laohine Canal at Wellington bridge, nO , 
new baths could be built. This year however, ibanks to the 
energy of Alderman Gauthier, one of the representatives of Ho- 
chelaga ward, the Council adopted a report from the Board i-ecom- 
mending the grant of a piece of corporation property in that ward 
for the site of u new bath. So soon as the report was adopted 
the Board gave outthe contract for the building of the bulb. ItisJ 
110 feet in length by 55 feet in width ; the siae of the baein, 8&-J 
feet long by 2(i feet wide, with a depth divided into four eqoil ' 
sections varying from 3 feci to 5J feet. This basin is of i-ed pine 
with cuulked and tarred joints. The capacity ia sufficiently large 
to admit 100 bathers at a time. The water ig introduced by a 4 
inch pipe which forms a fountain in the centre of the busin thoscoiM- ■ 
tituting u shower bath. It requires atiout S5,000 gallons of water ti^ 
fill the bath and the water is kept at a certain height by an overfloiu 
pipe lit each corner. Although there is a constant How of water yeT^ 
the bath needs to be cleaned oat once a week. It take forty-fin 
minutes to empty and three hours to fill the hath. The av 
number of bathers daily during the month of July was 400. 

It is to be hoped that the Council will see its way lowai 
grunting an appi'Opriation foi' the construction of other ancJ 
public baths, so greatly needed to meet the wants of the workinor 
classes. When the baths are more numerous, it will be easy to safe 
apart certain hours of the day to allow women and girla to hav« 
the use of them ; two houi-s during working lime would 1 



A few words relative to the other baths wilt complete thet 
remarks. The Wellington bath is remarkably well patronized 
The guardian declares that he does not exaggeiate in stating t' 
the average uttendaaoe ia 850 daily. Bathing is a raoognii 
amusement amongst the young men of St. Ann's ward; and th^if 
coal cartel's especially show their appreciation of the batb by 
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bathing Ibore uven Iwice a day. Thii^ bath in 1 00 t'eet lung by 42 feei 
wide ; the basia being 90 foot long by 25 wide, with a depth varying 
from 2 to S feet. It accommodatea one huiidrc<i and seventy-five 
batbecH at one time. During ths intense heat ofBummer, ae many i 
att one thouband five hundred visit the bath in one day. 

St. Helens' Island batn, is built upon the most suitable mte that ' 
cuuld be foand for bathing purposes. It is a level sandy boach, 
with a slope Mnflliciently gentle to permit of going a uonoiderablo 
dUtaneo out into the slream wilhout danger lo those who do not 
know how to swim. The limits of the bath ai'e fixed by moans of 
a line of boomtj well Joined together. It is an excvllont place for 
learning to iiwini. The only disadvantage is the necessity of erod- 
ing in me ferry to reach it. 

All the public baths are superintended by careful guardians 
paid by the Board. And although the number of frequenters is so 
large that it is not always poaeiblo to count tbem, no fatal acci- 
dent has over hapjiened to them- The guardian of the Island bath 
has declared that on certain holidays several thousand persons 
have bathed there.

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The numerous complaints made against the scavenging contrac- 
tor for foiling to comply with the terms of his con tract.princi pally 
in respect to the neglect to incinerate a large portion of the scaveng- 
ing matter which was deposited in many places within the city 
limits (contrary to law), thus creating permanent Hoarcea of 
danger to public health. — move<l your Board to seek some 
means of dealing with the subject in an effective manner.

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Dr. Nolin viaited the 1214 caaee be had vaocinated, some days 
ailer the operatioa, and found that tl95of the total number were 
enccesufal, leaving only 19 to be levaccinatod. In this district 
the belief in the efficacy of vaccination ie spreading daily. The 
ca8e« in which vaccination is neglected are due to etubborness or 
>gnor«DCe rather than to any opposition to the principle of vacci- 
nation. Uany fear the effects of the operation and put off the 
day of vaccination, thinking that their children are never in suffi- 
ciectlj good health to endure the effectti of the operation. With 
time »ud the success wliioli has invariably crowned Ibe efforts 
of oor public vaccination, this last prejudice will disappear as 
the others have done. Amongst persoua who have acquired new 
Ideas on the subject, we have had occasion to notice those who are 
anxioas to have their ohildren vaccinated b.fore the period of 
dentition.

Three of the 
animals belonged to the Canadian Express Company, who were 
obliged to have their stable demolished in order to remove the , 
seat of the contagion. It is urgent that the City Council shot" 
pass a by-law obliging the owners of horses affected with glandtf 
to have the animals killed under a very severe peoal^J 
for in such caeen there is danger not only to animals 
likewise to human beings. 

The Milk Inspector, furthermore, made an investigation inti 
the cause of the sudden death of five cows in Hochelaga Warily 
Upon post mortem examination he fonnd that death was due to a 
disease of the nature of Anthrax, attribntable to decayed vegetable 
matter in low ground daring the extreme heat of summer.

Diphtheria, 93 lesM than the preceding year ; Oroep, 36 \et»\ 
Whoopin^r Congh, 37 less ; Scarlatina, 6 leas ; Heaslce. 10 less. 
Typhoid Fever alone showed an increase nud that a elighton*, 

» namely, 3 deaths. 
Thoro wore 95711 births, or 43.87 per 1000 of the population, over 
26 births daily. This is the highi-'Bt birih rate wo have had since 
1S86, when the rate was 45.3 per 1000. As compared with 1890, 
we find an increase ibis year of 3.78 per 1000, or 1.23 per 1000 over 
the rate for Ifae preceding five years. 
Comparing our death rate with that of other cities we find, as 
fbllowa : That onr rate exceeds that uf London (Eng ), by 2.8 per 
1000. that of Paris by 2fi per 1 OIp, that of Edinburjih, by 2.6 per

fnlnesH of dwellinga. 

The contract for the removal and incineration ol the oita\ having^ 
terminaled at the beginning of August, this year. » '-omtnitlee war' 
appointed to make a new study of the matter and to prepare plum 
and specifications of the most improved apparatus for the incitiera^ij 
tion of garbage. Information was obtained fVom the authoritifl8>3 
of the priucipal cities of the United-States. Tlio incineratiiiwJI 
most in use in that country are the Engle. the Rider and tba; 
Uerz syslemf. The first mentioned, like the incinerators in Bng'/i 
land, has a cremator at the foot of the chimney to desii-oy amellfl 
and smoke; the aeoond, which is in use in Pilttiburg where natuml , 
gas is employed for combustion, has no cromuinr ; the third 
operates like an appnrnturt for the manufactui-o of illuminating gas, 
Ibe garbage being put into a closed coicparinient and destroyed 
by heating to a high temperature. The sale of the fatty mattera 
obtained pnys the cost of the latter method. 

However, the iHoiDcrators used in England, especially those < 
Pr3-erand of Manlove k Co., appear to meet the wimts of this oily 4 
better than the American systems. It seems to bo a recognised faotJ 
that they are the most ofi'ectiye for the destruction, at a low cost,*! 
of the o^ul mixed with ^hes as well as the fcecal matli^r wbiobf 
serves as a fuel once the nirnace is started. They are i; 
Leicester, Battersea, Branford, Liverpool, etc. 

But when all this information was obtained, the year was ao-O 
advanced that the Council decided to extend the present contract :■ 
so as to give time to select suitable sites for the inctneraCors. It IB 
probable that the preference will be in favor of thu English system. 

This year, as iti preceding years, we can congratalate ourselves 
upon having escajied a visitation of small-pos. The only case that 
reached the city was bi-oiight by the steamship Brcuiltian, which 
dfapito the quarantine regulations came up to Montreal. Tha.. 
patient was promptly p]ao<m in the Civic Hospital and no othoej 
cases followed Later, however, small pox having made its appi 
ance in the Province, your Board thought proper to cause i 
census to be tnken of all unvaccinated persons throughout the cin" 
as explained in a special article in the course of this report. Tb 
fear of seeing Montreal again visited by an epidemic, like that oi 
1885, gave occasion for the drafting of a by-law for the abolition 
of privies, a statement of the numner of which was prepai'ed in 
order to show the urgency of the m'-asure.

CIVIL EEGISTHATION OP THE BIRTHS OF 
tINBAPTISED CHILDREN. 

To Montreal belongs the credit of taking the initiative in putting 
'■''" " utnoi' 



(into operation Article 53a of the civil code which autliorizes 
mnnioipnlitieB to register the biitha of onbaptised children. Before 
the sanction of the nbove mentioned article, cler^iymen having 
cburgo of congregations were the only persona nutbonzed to act 
aa otficera for the registration of act« of civil status. Thi' registra- 
tion of baptism took the place of n ileclaration of birth, and the 
law provided no meaoH for the civil registration. It is said of 
tb« father of a certain t'&mUy that ho had no other means of 
authenticating the birth of bis legitimate heii-s, than by the 
drawing op of a upecial act before a notary. The formala of the 
docnnKnt was that ofu will, and each birth necoasitated a codicil 
., which rendered the proceeding rather costly besides the trouble 

^^_ it involved. 

^^H Itwas to supply this want that article 53a ofthe civil code, which 
^^H is the repetition of sections T and 8 of Stat. 39 Yictoiia, chap. 20 
^^H nf this Province, was adopted. The evident intention of the legie- 
^^v lator wan rather to grant municipaltliea the right of keeping a 
^^B register of the acteof civil status for such exceptional caiaea, llian 
^^^ really to compel them to do so. The obligation jcals ujiun the father 
of the family or his rcpresent^itive and notupon the manicipality. 

The article was published in the newspapers in the month of 
Januaryfor the information of those interested, and was accom- 
panied by the following notice : 

PUBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that the provisions of tho 
I following law will henceforth be strictly enforced, and hU peraona 
libnnd in contravention thuroof will be proseoatod and rendei-ed 
lliable to the penalty in xuch case provided: 

&3a. ' Thefathor, or in case of his death or absence 

" the mother of every child born, who has not oaQsed 

" such child to be baptised, or who, being ofa creed other 

'' than Koman Catholic, has not caused the lirlh of such

■ifiwarthe "from iho date thereof, at ihe olBco of the Secretary. 

[B«Tiii>dSi«- " Treasurer or of the Clerk of the municipality or city 

"^""^ " of his domicile, or else with the nearest jtisticeof the 

" peace; and the latter shall during the first two weeks 
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'^ of the month of January in each year, make to the 
'* Secretary-Treasui^er or to the Clerk of the municipality 
" or city a report of the births by him so registered. 

" The Secretary-Treasurer or Clerk of the municipality 
'' or city shall each year daring the month of January 
'' transmit a statement of such birth to the office of the 
" Provincial Secretary. (39 V.. c. 20, ss. 7 and 8 ; 50 V., 
« c. 2. 8. 14.)" 

In accordance with the terms of the aforesaid law, a register 
has been opened in our office for the enregistration of the births 
of unbaptised children.

EEMARKS. 

Thepi'ejudice which existed agaiiiat vaccination at the lime oft 
last epidemic, ih disappearing year bj yeai- thanks to the e 
qaalitj of the vaccine used and particulariy to the fact thai lUe 
public vaccinators are now known by tlie public und arc introduc- 
ed into a number of families by those liuving already benefitted 
by their services. 

The past year, and particularly in the autumn when tbo cases 
of small-pox scattered throughout the Province gavo reason to 
fear that Montreal would fignin be invaded by the loathsome 
diaense, a vaat number of people who hitherto had refused to sub- 
mit to vaccination, not only gladly accepted the eervicea o[ the 
vaccinators when they presented Ihemsulves but many of ihem 
applied to the Health Department to have the vaccinators sent to 
their homes. The vaccinatoiw had to keep their offices open eveiy 
evening up to nine o clock, even Sundays and holidays, for the 
convenience of those unable to go at a more suitable lime, tt is 
to be hoped that the small number of people yet opposed to this 
measure may continue to decrease, and then we sbuU be able to 
flatter ourselves that we have a city the best protected against 
emall-pox of any on ihe American continent. 



CENSUS OF THE HNVACCINATED PORTION OP 
THE- POPULATION. 

Smallpox baving made its appeafence in aevoral pamhoti of the 
Province, it was judged propei- to ascertain the Dumber of poraoos 
t-eqnii-itig to be vaccinated. Eighteanitary officers were employed 
epeoially at the work, with instmctiona to tolie tbe name, age 
and roHidence of every subject not already vucciDated, and in the 
caee of minor children, to insoribe the names and surnamee of the 
fotber and mother (the maiden name ot the latter). It occupied

There is not the slighteat doubt that of the 43,023 families vittited, 
some of them must have given false information, bat hy certain 
oaloulations we arrived at an approximate result auJSciently 
satisfactory. The number of families multipled by the accepted 
mean of 5 pei'sons per family, gives a population of 215,115 ; and 
of this nomber, 14,3&4 were not vaccinated, or 7 to 8 per cent. It 
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is BUrprisiiig that it 1b Hot tlie families which have beeti residing for 
sometime in the city that have the most nnvaccinated members, 
it being rare to find more tban two In any one family ; bat in 
regard to families from the country, from Tipper Canada and 
especially from the lower part of this Province, Crasp^ particalarly, 
which are quite nameix>us, it is the exception to find them vacci- 
nated. Families consisting of 14 children have been found, not one 
of whom had ever been vaccinated. The preceding table shows 
the success which attended the efforts of our vaccinators.

As may be seen by the above table, the inspection begun thi- 
years ay'O hm resulted in an increased percentage of but) 
in the milk ; and it must be admitted that it is probably the mi 
important element to preserve and the one most frequenily rem( 
ed. It is to bo remarked that the number of samples having 
density of less than 1029 haK aleo diminished. We are happy to find 
a diminntion in the number of milkmen resident in the city and 
an increai'e in Ihe namber who have taken up their losidenoe in 
distant parishes on the island of Montreal. This movement cannot 
be too highly praised for there is in it a doable advantage in ecu* 
nomy and health fulness. The sending in of milk from the country 
everv morning to milkmen who distribute it to the different 
families comprising their cnstomers, is largely practiced.

Stevenson, Coiiroy, Thompson, Uamelin, Stephens, Vill_ 
nenve, J. B. R. Dafresne, Wilson Brunei, Martineau, P. Kennedy7 
Savignac, P. Dubuc, .McBride, BoisReau, Grenier. Tansey, Sborey, 
Lamarche. Gauthier, OlendtDneng, Ferreanlt, Griffin. 

Section 1. Every cat t, wagon or other vohiclo uaod to transport 
manure, garbage, houae offal or other olfen-ive or nauseous sub- 
stance, in or tbrouu:h any of the streets of the City, shall be fitted 
with a good and isiiostantial box thereon, the sides of which ahall 
not be Tees than twenty four inches high, so that no portion of the 
contents thereof shall be scattered or thrown into the stieel ; and 
everv such box shall be provided with a projier covering so as 
to conceal its contents and prevent the escape of ofTensive exhaU- 
tions thoreirom. 

Section 2, The cartage of gas liquids and refuse through the 
fitreote of the city shall be made only in air tight vessels and 
between the hours of 9 o'clock p. m. and 6 o'clock a m. 

Section 3. Every pei'sor. using any cart, wagon or oiher vehicle 
for any of the purposes aforesaid which does not comply with the 
foregoing provisions shall for each offence, be liable to s fine with 
costs, or an imprisonment or to a fine, and in default of imme- 
diate payment of such fine and costs, to an imprisonment, Ihe 
amount of said fine and the term of said imprisonment to be fixed

and " The City of Montreal," tt body politic and corporatfl, having 
ite office and principal place of buttinoes at tbo City Hall, in the 
east ward of tho said city, herein represented and acting in the 
absonco of Ilia Worship tho Mayor, by Jactiuiw Grenier, Rsijuire, 
merchant, of Montreal aforesaid, Pro-Mayor of the said city. 

party hereto of the ircondpart. 
which said pailies hereto of both parts bnvo made and ent«rod into 
the following contract, to wit : 

Firstly : — ^Tho said William Mann doth hereby undertake, con- 
tract for, bind and oblige himself towards "The City of Montreal " 
aforesaid, lo do und perform in a workmonliiie manner, all the 



workM nuueesaiy to bo mode tot' the scavenging work in every 
street, avenue, square and ia every public or private lane within 
the limite of the aaid city of Montreal, twice a week, in observing 
the following order as to the subdivisious gf the city, to wit: on 
Mondays and Thui-sduys, all the poi-tions of the city soatb of 
St. Antoine and Craig streets ; on Tuesdaya and Fridaya, the portion 
north of Ste Catherine street and Ste. Catherine street included, 
and on Wednesdays and Saturdays, the woi k shall be performed in 
all those portions of the city which are not included in the above 
limite of the said city, the whole of the said woiks to be done 
according to the specilication hereunto annexed wilh a copy of the 
lender of the said William Mann, the samo having been signed by 
the parties hereto and by the undersigned notary ne varietur. 

Secondly: — All the clauses, conditions, explanations, directions 
and instructions contained in the said hereunto annexed specifica- 
tion and in the supplement to the said specification also hereunto 
annexed after having been signed ne varietur by the parties hei-eto 
and by the underaigned notary, shall be strictly followed, although 
not herein repeated far brevity eake; in caee however there should 
be any difference between the meaning of these presents and of any 
part of said specification, the meaning of these presents shall bo 
lb 1 lowed. 

Thirdly: — The contractor will find, provide and furnish all 
mat«rials, labour, vehicles, carte and tools necessary for the due 
execution of the said works. 

Fourthly : — The said works and the works of cremation shall bi' 
done under the superintendence and direction of the Board of 
Health of the said city of Montreal, or of the " Banitary Inspector" 
for the time being, or of his agente. The aaid Board of Health

contractor who shall, at his own expense, protect, restore and make 
good all and everything Ihat may be disturbed, injured, dumoged.

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Sixthly: — The said Boatil of Health ehall at uU limes h ft vo 
powur to deviate from the eaid apflcificaiioD and euppleiuciit 
tioreto; but the tiaid cooti-aotor will not in any way deviate fVom 
the same unlcBS upon a written oi-der of the Maid "Sanitary 
Inupector " describing the requirad changes or extra works. In 
ease of auoh written order the contractor shall be bouDd to follow 
and execute the same and the valae or price of such changes shall 
be deiermined by voluntary written agreement between the parties 
previous to or after the issue of such written order of the said 
" Sanitaiy Inspector" or Boai-d of Health, or in default of such 
volnotaiy agreement, then by experts; and i I is understood that 
the said contractor shall not be entitled to claim any indemnity or 
extra charge for pretondefl extra works under any pretence what- 
ever unless he shall produce a written order foi- the same as afore- 
said. Nor shall any changes or ox tin works oi-dered by the said

Seventhly: — Should the works not progress to the satisfaction of 
tbe Board of Health, or "Sanitaiy Inspector," or should the said 
contractor omit, neglect or refuse to remove or cremate any part 
of the scavenging matter as described and detailed in the said 
hereunto annexed specification from any of the divisions of the 
eaid city on the days appointed for the purposes thereof, then il 
ehall be lawful for the Corporation of the said city of Moati-eal, 
thi-ongh Its " Board of Health "or '-Sanitary Inspector" to perform 
to said works and to remove the said scavenging and cremate the 
same and charge the coat thereof to the account of the said con- 
tractor and deduct all expenses incurred thereby from any sums 
of money due or which may become due to him of the price of the 
present contract or fi-om any money belonging to the said con-

Tmthty : — The " scavenging matter," as described in the clause 
No. 6 of the hereunto annexed specification, shall he cremated 
after having been collected an aforeeaid, at cremating etationii and 
in crematory works erected or to be erected by the said contractor 
nt hia own expense. The said crematory works shall be constructed 
in every particular to tbo satisfaction of the Board of Health and 
may be placed within the city limite, provided it is guaranteed to 
the [satisfaction of the Boaitl of Health that the carrying on of thi 
cremating pi-ocess will not cautie a nuisance.

ThirteenlMy : — The said contractor has deposited in the hands 
of the City Treasurer the sum ofOneTfaoimand Dollars for security 
of the due execution of the present conli-act by the said contractor 
William Mann, which amount shall be disposed of ad provided for 
in the eaid specification. 

Pourteenthly: — The said contractor shall bo paid at the rate of 
Twenty-Pive ThouBand Dollarn ($25,000) per annum for the scaveng- 
ing done and to bo done by him siuca the thirtieth day of June lust 
(1886) up to the let day of August instant or- until the beginning 
of the work of cremation.

The carbonization of the scavenging matter. 
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1. The contruct Hhall bo for the executioo of nil the works hi 
inKftei' deecribed and eliall be made to cover a poiiod of five y 
commencing on the fiivt day of August 1886 and ending on 
Thirty-Firat day of July 1891, both days inolnded. 

2. Each tender mnsi be accom)ia[iied by a certificate of dej 
wUh the City Treasurer for the sum of One Thousand Dollara, 
Huch deposit shall, in the case of tho accfijited tender bo i-etained 
security for the duo execution of these preaenta and for the fulfil- 
ment and until completion of the contract; and in the event of tho 
work not being carried on to the satisfaction of the Board 
Health, then the said Board shall have the power at 
time on giving forty-eight houi-s notice, in writing, to the 

tractor or his agent or by leaving such notice at the domicile' 

place of business of the said contractor, to cancel the contract, 
the Botu-d of Health to be the sole judge in tho matter and their 
decision to be tinal and without appeal. The Board of Health, in 
that case, may themsolvos assume the work and the contractor

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■men foi' the proper peiformanoo of the doitoK beroitiHtlor n 
tioDe<I. The contractor Hhall t^ubmit for the iuBpcctioii of the 
Boani, ou or bot'ore the first day of Pebruiiry 1886, all vuliicltw i« 
be used in the execution of the contract. 

5. The conti'actor ahall huye prominently painted, in vthiiv 
letterid upon a black gi-ound, apon both eidea of each vehicle, 
hb f\ill Dume ; the said lett«rB to bo four inches in lupgl.b. 
Ho ^hall also have pointed, in like manner, the niiinbor of 
the vehicle ui white figarea, on a black ground, the uuid figures to 
be eight inchoe in length. Such name and figures shall ulwn^'s be 
))laiii1y and intelligibly displayed and exposed to public view wlion 
the vehicles are in m^e and at all timeti subject to the iiii«p<K'tion of 
any sanitaiy inspector, police officer or cilizeo, and siicn vehicles 
shall always be kept clean and disinfoctod and shall be so loaded 
and diiven that none of thoir contents shall full or spill thoref^'om. 
Kitchen and other garbage or house offal and vegetable or animal 
matter shall not be removed in the same vohielos as OHhos or 
rubbish. The scavenging work shall be done in every street. 
Minore, avenue and every public and private lane within thu city 
of Montreal, twice duiing each week, and tie contractor Hhall 
observe the Ibllowing order as to the subdivtsiona of the city, viz : 
On Mondays and Thursdays, all the portion of the city eouth of 
Si. Antoine and Ci'aig streets ; Tuesdays and Fridays, the portion 
north of St. Catherine street and St. Catherine street included ;

6. The scavenging work comprises and embraceH the removal oi' 
all rofitse of animal and vegetable food matter, excepting human 
and animal excreta, all decayed Sab and Ihiit, all entrails and 
cleanings of fish, flesh and fowl, rats, all garbage, ashes, soot and 
cinders, all bouse, store and yard sweepings, all shavings, sawdust 
bair, rags, fur, leather and tin cuttings, all tailors' cuttings, all 
oyster, clam and lobster shells, and all broken ci-okery, glass, tin- 
ware, stove pipes, paper, garden trimmings and straw that may \n> 
placed in boxes, tubs, barrels or other veeaels and set out in any 
street, avenue, square and public or private lanes by the pro- 
prietors, tenants or householders of all dwellings, hotels, restau- 
rants, offices, shops, factories, warehouses and all public and private 
institutions within thelimit^ of the city, in the manner aadescribed 
in the preceding claose; the said barrels, boxes, tubs or other 
vessels or receptacles not to exceed in capacity on orlinary flour 
barrel. The contractor shall also remove from every puolic oc 
private hospital, within the limits of the city, all such matters as 
are above enumerated, bat be shall not be called upon to remove 
poultices and other objectionable matter, nnless the same be placed 
in light fitting covered vessels, nor shall the contractor be required 
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to remove any poi'tiim ofhoman remainsorpHrtsof aDiruals wliivh 
ai'S DOt the remae of animal food, and il such b found by the cor- 
tractor to be mixed with the other matters hu shall reporl the same 
to the Board of Health who ehall i-eliove him from the neceasity 
of removing the ott'al from such howpital, until the said Board are 
convinced that proper precautions have been taken to pi-event a 
repetition of auch ofieace. 

7. The contractor shall remove- all euch matlei-a as are aboTU 
enumerated, wbioh may bo upset urepillod on the ground without 
any claim for furthei' remuneration than the price of his contract ;

8. In case of there being any impedimentB in lanoH for carta and 
sleighs entering the same, arising fVom enow or debris, the of^ 
tractor shall cautiC the vesseb to be brought out and omptied'i 
the proper days and the vessels to be returned to the place '* ' 
wei'e removed from. 

9. Where access for horses and carts may he had to yards and 
public institutions and when so required by the Boaitl of Uoalth, 
the contractor shall cause his cart-men to enter euoh yards on the 
proper days ae already described for the respective divisions and 
remove therefrom all such matter ae in described in clause number 
six, and of whatever quantity when the same is contained in boxca.

Sundays excepted, between the hours of four o'clock p. m., and sis 
o'clock p. m,, and on Saturdays twice, the second time to be after 
half past ten o'clock p. m., all market garbage, decayed fruit, offal, 
vegetable matter, all ashes, cinders, sweepings, ragK, broken crock- 
ery, shells, hay, straw and every description of gai'bage and refuse 
of whatever quantity, excepting only such matters as is described 
in the next following clanse and is provided for in the contract for 
the removal of dead animals. The contractor shall also sweep the

11. The contractor is not required to remove rotten meat, car- 
casses ordead animals t>om tb*! markets or butcher's shops, and 
ho is not required to remove any dead horses, cattle, pigs, sheep, 
dogs, goats or cats fVom any of the streets, lanes, avenues or 
private propertioa within the city.
